PRESUMABLY IT HAS
TO DO WITH PEACE

Col. House Left the United
States Several Days Before

Wilson Sent Reply

London, Oct. 25. Colonel E. M. House,

personal friend and adviser of President
Wilson, has arrived in France, according
to a Paris dispatch to the Times.

Washington, D C, Oct. 25. Colonel
House, President Wilson's confidential
adviser, was sent to Europe as the per-
sonal representative. of the president on
an official mission. This announcement
is authorized officially but further infor-
mation is withheld.

It is understood, however, that the vis-

it of Colonel House to Europe at this
time is connected with Germany's plea
for an armistice and peace, which now is
before the allied governments for de-

cision. Colonel House very probably is
authorised to represent the president in
discussions with the representatives of
the allied governments.

The fact that Colonel House left for
Europe several days before President
Wilson's final reply to Germany was dis-

patched is further proof that every step
of the president's negotiations with Ger-

many has been taken in full accord with
the entente governments. is tak-
en to indicate that decision to transmit
the German plea to the allies under cer-
tain conditions was reached even before
the last note from Berlin was received.

Colonel House, long has been recog-
nized as the logical selection by the presi-
dent to represent him in such conferences
as now ate to be held.' He has made fre-

quent trips to Europe since the war be-

gan in 1914, conferring with leaders in
the leading belligerent nations and more
than a year ago he was charged by the
president with gathering data for use at
the peace conference. Much of it has
been assembled at the headquarters of
the American Geographical society in
New York and on his last trip to that
city after the first German note was re-

ceived, President Wilson examined the
data in company with Colonel House.

WILSON'S STATEMENT

In Informing Germany of Transfer of
Matter to Allies.

The text of President Wilson's reply
to Germany's latest peace proffer as
transmitted by Secretary Lansing to
Berlin through the Swiss legation here, is
as follows:

"From the Secretary of State to the
Charge D'Affaires, ad interim, in charge of
German interests in the United States.

'Department of State, Oct. 23, 1918.
"Sir: I have the honor to acknowl-

edge the receipt of your note of the 22d
transmitting a communication under
date of the 20th from the German gov-
ernment and to advise you that the
president has instructed me to reply
thereto aB follows:

" 'Having received the solemn and ex-

plicit assurance on behalf of the German
government that it unreservedly accepts
the terms of peace laid down in his ad-

dress to the Congress of the United
States on the 8th of January, 1918, and
the principles of settlement enunciated
in his subsequent addresses, particularly
the address of the 27th of September and
that it desires to discuss the details of
their application and that this wish and
purpose emanated, not frojpv those who
have hitherto dictated German policy and
conducted the present war on Germany's
behalf, but from ministers who speak for
the majority of the Reichstag and for an
overwhelming majority of the German
people; and having received also the ex-

plicit promise of the present German
government that the humane rules of
civilized warfare will be observed both
on land and sea by the German armed
forces, the president of the United States
feels that lie cannot decline to take up
with the governments with which the
government of the United States is asso-
ciated the question of an armistice.

" 'He deems it his duty to say again,
however, that the only armistice he
would feel justified in submitting for
consideration would be one which should
leave the United States and the powers
associated with tier in a position to en-
force any arrangements that may be en-

tered into and to make a renewal of hos-
tilities on the part of Germany impos-
sible.

" 'The president has therefore trans-
mitted his correspondence with the pres-
ent German authorities to the govern-
ments with which the government of the
United States is associated as a belliger- -

IMPRESSES THE BRITISH.

Gabriele D'Annunzio, Italian Poet-Aviato- r,

Called Remarkable.

London, Oct. 23 (Correspondence of the
Associated Press). The air exploits of
Gabriele d'Annunzio, the Italian poet,
novelist and dramatic, have taken a
strong hold on the Britinh public's imag-
ination, and he is acclaimed here as one
of the world's foremost figures in aerial
warfare. The London papers, which re-

cently have been devoting considerable
space to the daring Italian, express sur-

prise that a man of his age and tempera-
ment was able to make so remarkable a
success as an airman. Few expected, the
Daily Express says, that the "dandy Ro-

man poet" would become an air fighter
after passing his fiftieth birthday.

Above all, it is pointed out, he is an
inspiration to his people. His deeds dur-

ing the war are known to all the world,
but few outside Italy realize that he has
been the greatest public orator of his
country since the war began. His
speeches are full of prone music, and the
message which he, dropped over Vienna
was written as only a poet and a soldier
could write.

D'Annunzio as a squadron leader is
said to be not only fearless, but untiring.
Routine bombing and chasing have no
attractions for him. His fertile brain is
constantly at work demising new meth-
ods for harrying the enemy in unexpect-
ed directions. That is why the Austrians
hate him so intensely.

It Is believed here that his fate would
be dire if he fell into the enemy's hands,
and London is quite ready to credit the
story that he carries in his tunic pocket
a little phial of poison.

ALL HOME COMFORTS
AND SOME ADDITIONS

governments are disposed to effect peace
upon the terms and principles indicated,
their military advisers and the military
advisers of the United States be asked
to submit to the governments associated
against Germany the necessary terms of
such an armistice as will fully protect
the interests of the peoples involved and
ensure to the associated governments the
unrestricted purpose to safeguard and to
enforce the details of the peace to which
the German government has agreed pro-
vided they deem such an armistice pos-
sible from the military point of view.
Should such terms of armistice be sug-
gested their acceptance by Germany will
afford the best concrete evidence of her
unequivocal acceptance of the terms and
principles of peace from which the whole
action proceeds.

'"The president Would deem himself
lacking in candor did he not point out in
the frankest possible terms the reason
why extraordinary safeguards must be
demandedj Significant and important as
the constitutional changes seem to be,
which are spoken of by the German for-

eign secretary in his note of the 20th of
October, it does not appear that the prin-
ciple of a government responsible to the
German people has yet been fully worked
out or that any guarantees either exist
or are in contemplation that the altera-
tions of principle and of practice now
partially agreed upon will be permanent.

"'Moreover, it does not appear that
the heart of the present difficulty has
been reached. It mar be that future
wars have been brought under the con-

trol of the German people, but the pres-
ent war has not been, and it is with the
present war that we are dealing. It is
evident that the German people have no
means of commanding the aequiesciee
of the military authorities of the empire
in the popular will; that the power of
the king of Prussia to control the policy
of the empire is unimpaired; that the de-

termining initiative still remains with
those who have hitherto been the masters
of Germany.

" 'Feeling that the whole peace of the
world depends now on plain speaking
and straightforward action, the president
deems it his duty to say, without any
attempt to soften what may seem harsh
words, that the nations of the world do
not and cannot trust the word of those
who have hitherto been fhe masters of
German policy and to point out once
more that in concluding peace and at-

tempting to undo the infinite injuries
and injustices of this war the govern-
ment of the United States cannot deal
with any but veritable representatives of
the German people who have been as-

sured of a genuine constitutional stand-
ing as the real rulers of Germany.

'"If it must deal with the military
masters and the monarch ia I authorities
of Germany now, or if it is likely to
have to deal with them later in regard
to the international obligations of the
German empire it must demand, not
peace negotiations, but surrender. Noth-m- g

can be gained by leaving this essen-
tial thing unsaid.'

"Accept, sir, the renewed assurances of
ttiy hign consideration.

A
tall khaki figure seems to be guiding
a civilian and some French soldiers. It
is a Belgian general wandering, leisurely
up and down answering quei-tion- and
giving explanations to his guests. From
our dug-ou- t we soldiers watch with curi-
osity,

a burst of xnmke but thirty yards from
the visitors. Not one of them took any
notice. Another. It falls quite near.
The Belgian general, the civilian and
their suite have not turned their head,
merely continue their walk as slowly
as before.

Everything was confusion. Uniform,
rifles, pots, dishes, books and all kinds of
military paraphernalia were heaped about
everywhere, indicating that the Germans
had fled in great haste.

That the (Jermans expected to occupy
this territory for a long time is shown,
by the character .of their trenches. In
many cases these were of concrete and
equipped with almost as many conve-
nience as a dwelling house. Some of
them had running water, telephone com
munication, heating stoves and piped,
drainage.
